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ABSTRACT 

This headcount summary is designed to highlight 
certain significant facts concerning college growth over a four year 
period from 1970-71 through 1973-74 in the Mississippi Gulf Coast 
Junior College District. Enrollment totals for ▼ocational, technical, 
academic, summer school, and **other<* programs are given for all four 
school years. Total headcount of students served has risen from 
14,954 in 1970-71 to 22,287 in 1973-74, an increase of 49 percent. A 
total of 73,064 students have been served during this four year 
periods of this total, 52,000 (71 percent) have been involved in 
other than regular academic, technical, and vocational programs. 
There vas a general increase in the number of part-time academic 
students. Bovever, the number of full-time vocational students 
increased, while the number of part-time vocational students 
decreased, with the exception of total number of vocational students, 
enrollment growth vas shown in all programs over the four year 
period.

Little thought is generally given to support 
proviclnd to the citizenry at larger. Table I shows that the hoadcount 
over the four year period has increased from aliix:>st 15,000 to slightly 
over 2i!i000, ox a 49% increase in Uie nwnber of persons so2 vad in the 
District. 

(h) A total of 73,004 people have been served during this four year 
period. Of that mmber, over 52,000 have been involved in other than 
r-egular academic ^ technical and vocational programs. Thusy, VIZ of ovr 
• totril hoadcount fall into this category. 

(c) Cf^nerally, tJwzs has been continued growth in our academic, technical 
and vccationali and siuuwor school offerings during this period. 

(d) The Hii>sissipid Gulf Coast Junior College is serving t/ie people of 
the District in ever^^increasing numbers.

Significant facts drawn from these data aret 

(a) Total kcadcount increased 4143 

(b) Although there was a decrease of 53 full-time academic students, 
the total nunbcr of academic students served increased by 1,228, A 
large number of those students were at Keesler, There was a general 
increase) however, in the number of part- time ^acadetnic students in the 
college,

(c) Technical students increased 196, with significant increases in 
both full-time and part-time students, 

(d) Accordingly, the total of Academic' and Technical students increased 
substantially, 

(e) Summer rchool students increased 484; again with a great increase ' 
in the numbei of part-time students, 

(f) Vocational offerings saw a good increase in the number of full-time 
vocational students; from 5S6 to 650, but hare the number of part-time 
students decreased giving a slight drop in the total number of students 
served, 

(g) Adult Basic Education was expanded in both Stone and 
George Counties with an increase of students.

(h) ttWA — The reduction of students in the MDTA area is directly 
related to the amount of irsoneij midts available for tbe program. When more 
money is msdo available, the nm\})or of projects and students will increase. 

(i) Adult Education — More activity was registered here with an increase 
of !!f96 participants . 

(j) In-Plant — The level- off of fort here dropped 148 students,

Rvcormondation: It is noted from the* headings on Table II that the 
Junior College Commission Report, from x^hich these data were derived ^ 
calls for part-'time day and evening students for academic, technical 
and vocational programs. For the summer session, it merely calls for 
part-time day students. It is recommended that part- time day and 
evening students be identified for the summer school ^ as i^oii* 
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
